AN ACT to urganize certain towns in Jefferson
county.

B 1T ENAcTED by the Council and House ofRepresenlatlves
of the Territory of Wisconsin:

Secrion 1. Township six, north of range sixteen east, in Jef-
Terson county, is hereby set off into a separate town by the name
of Sullivan, and the next town meeting to be held at the house of
John Nutter. .

- 8g0.2. Township six, north of range fifteen east, in' Jeffer-
son county, is hereby set off into a seperate town by the name
of Tunbridge, and the next town meeoting to be held‘ at ihe house
of Cyrus Cushman,

Skc. 3. Township five, north of range sixteen east, in said
county, is hereby set off into a separate town by the name of Pal-
myra, and the next election shall be held at the school house in
the village of Palmyra.

Sec.4. Town five, in range fifteen east, in the said county. is
hereby set off into a separate town by the name of Bark River,
and the next town meeting to be held at the school house at Brink’s
mills.

Sec. 5. The said several towns shall he entitled to all the
tights and privileges which other towns are entitled to by law, and
the next town meefing in the said towns shall be held at the tnme
preseribed by law for holding town meetings,

8ec. 6. So much of any act or acts of this Territwry as con-
flicts with the provisions of this act is hereby repealed.

Township seven, north of range fifteen east, shalt constitute a
separate town by the name of Farmington, and the first iown
meeting shall be held at the house of Edward Outhouse.
